There 
are only two systems of production, 
the competitive By^tcm. with private 
ownership of capital, and the co-op¬ 
erative system with public- ownership 
of capital- He who condemns the 
first must approve of the second. 

The competitive system is e*lah- 
Itshed on the principle that an em¬ 
ployer is justified in hiring the labor¬ 
er at starvation wages and in keep¬ 
ing all the wealth that the laborer cre¬ 
ates, except what is absolutely ncces- 
sary for his subsistence: that a mer¬ 
chant or manufacturer is justified in 
taking advantage of people's necessi¬ 
ties in buying and selling, etc. 

But Christ, the essence of justice, 
condemned all thc*e thing*. There¬ 
fore. Christ was a Socialist. The 
competitive system idolizes w'calth, 
makes w'calth the end of every hu- 
maa being, force- men In trample on 
every law of justice in the acquisi¬ 
tion of fortune. But Christ con¬ 
demned all this. (Mark. ioti7-.rf5: 
Luke. fi:.i4). Therefore. Christ was a 
Socialist. 

Christ, the Prince of Ju*tiic. taught 
that the laborer is worthy <if his hire 
and..cf course, should get all the 
wealth that he creates. But the labot- 
cr*aa a social factor, create* all 
lefalih. Therefore, according to 
Christ, the laborers as a whole, or 
society which represent* all the fac- 
tom of production* should own ail 
srealth. Both the Old and the New 
Testament condemn vast wealth a* a 
danger. But Socialism takes the 
same view, therefore Socialism har¬ 
monizes with the Word of God. 

Christ taught the brothrfh<,M»d of 
man. But Socialism aims to c*lal>- 


:ish the brotherhoiMi of man. There¬ 
fore, Christ taught SocialUm. 

Competition means war, strife, ha¬ 
tred, etc. 

Socialism means peace, justice, lose. 

Ftr tSoo years the church ha* been 
rtpeating this song of the angel* 
when they proclaimed the birth of the 
Messiah and has represented the «Va- 
sarene as the God oi Peace, and.in hi* 
name Christian nation.* and peoples 
have gone forth to the field of car¬ 
nage with the sword and spear and 
battle ax, and the earth has been 
aiRined with the blood of humanity. 
7n the name of Christ battalinncd le¬ 
gions have sung the hymns of Mars 
and the disciples of the Galilean have 
blasphemed the Temple of Truth with 
the battle cry of the w^r god. This 
simple illustration is sufficient to show 
that Christians are not yet thorough- 
ly acquainted with the doctrines of

The elections to the reichsrith are 
now practically over, and the remain¬ 
ing second ballots cannot after the 
position materially. And how aston¬ 
ishing the results, especially of the 
second ballots have been! For many 
months past the Social-Democrats 
have looked forward to the struggle 
with no little anxiety, and while we 
all felt confident that the party would 
give a good account ,pf itselfi it was 
generally anticipated that much 
ground would be lost. Even after 
the first ballots in the 440 conetitu* 
encies (out of 516) which polled on 
June 13, these fears teemed to a 
great extent to be confirmed. Al¬ 
though the total Socialist poll was 
very gratifying, and the German So¬ 
cialists increased their poll in com¬ 
parison with the general election of 
iW by 27)654 rofes, a net loss of 
eight seats was recorded. Forty-four 
Sf cialists were definitely elected and 
Socialist candidates had to take 
part in ninety-six • second ballots, in 
w'hich we could not help thinking 
many more seats would be captured 
from us by the enemy. 

In the general election of 1907 our 
party was surprisingly successful, 
winning no fewer than eighty-seven 
seats. It was the first election fought 
on tbe new democratic franchise, and 
on account of the most prominent 
p*rt played by the Socialist party in 
bringing about the reform of the 
electoral laws, and of the. fact that 
the other parties were sp bopeksily 
disunited, a large number of seats 
almost accidentally fell on that- oc¬ 
casion into tbe bands of the Social¬ 
ists.

Socialists Win ig Seats 

Our men must all have worked 
magnificently, for today we have to 
write not of the expected reverse, but 
of a splendid victory. Of the thirty- 
three seats in Vienna, twenty were 
previously held by the (^irisiian So¬ 
cialists. They have now lost sixteen, 
rriaining only (onr seats, and lost 
almost all to tbe Socialists. Our par¬ 
ty won nineteen seats in the eapital, 
and by Tuesday evening seventy-nine 
Socialists had been returned. Since 
then another victory has beeu report¬ 
ed from Galicia, racing eighty in all. 

There are also good prospects for the 
Socialist candidates in a few of the 
second ballots to take place in .Ans- 
trian Poland. There ia a decrease in i 
the Socialist poll in Bohemia. Mora¬ 
via, and Styria; bnt all the other 
states show an increase. The So¬ 
cialist victories in Vienna and Lower 
Austria were brilliant, and amply 
compensate for the losses in tbe 
agricultiiral coastitaeacies. The 
Chriatian Socialiata arc demoralixed, 
alt theif leaders have fallen, and they 
are now a party without a head. Their 
power amonf the peaaams ha* in¬ 
creased, but they have berii ennihi-i 
lated in tbe towns. \\’hcn all the cir- 
enmatances are taken into considera¬ 
tion, and when we remember that the 
big drum of Imperialism has been 
thumped from one end of the land to 
tbe other, the Socialists have done 
excellently. In spite of schisms tbe

re districts in the state Therefore, 
there is no valid reason for objection. 

In regard to the numbering of sena¬ 
torial districts, I do not see how this 
c m be done in any other way. Mil- 
w^aukee receives an additional sena¬ 
torial district, and tl :rcfore a new 
district must be formed. The power 
to number districts is vested in the 
legislature hy the constitution, and 
therefore there should be m difficul¬ 
ties here. Some district will have to 
go without being represented for one 
Iterm! Unfortunately the renumbering 
of the li»tricts will make somebody 
I the scape-goat, and in this case it hap¬ 
pened to be Senator Bodenstab. 

The governor’s remarks about a 
half moon and dumb-bells are not 
well founded. This is due to irregu¬ 
larities of the boundaries of the city 
and could not be improved much un¬ 
der any arrangement. Furthermore, 
according to supreme court ruling, 
equality of population should be the 
controlling v nsideration and the ter¬ 
ritory to be contiguous. 

There seems to be no strong rea¬ 
son for the governor's action in this 
matter other than the strong pres¬ 
sure brought to bear upon him by 
politicians with selfish motives.

The governor has seen fit to veto 
the apportionment bill, which was 
passed almost uaanimously by the 
iegislature to do the job over again. 
There was strong pressure hrtnight 
upon the governor by disgruntled pol¬ 
iticians from all over the state. The 
congressional maps were so changed 
that many postmasters found that 
they were no longer safe in their 
positions. 

As to the veto message I can only 
say that the governor does' not give 
strong reasons for vetoing the bill.

If the objec¬ 
tions were applied to other portions 
of the state there would not be much 
left of the bill. If the governor's 
contentions were true, then the coun¬ 
ties of Dane, La Crosse.
